It hath a Letanie more like 
conjuring then like Prayers : Jt hath ſome places out of vohich Papiſts may 
prove, that Sacraments are abſolutelte neceſſarie to ſalvation , in apoin- 
ting Baptiſme in private , vvith ſuch hafte, that, if neceſſitie require; he 
that baptizes needs not /o much as to ſay the Lords Prayer , and out of 
uvhich they may proove , that Sacraments giue grace by their voorke

5. Thouth likevwiſe th-y amend all thoſe errours, and that there were 
no materia'l errour in it at all : ſo they read no! bing at all but Scriptures, 
yea,and that all their Trapers & Exhortations vvere nothing but vvordsof” 
Scripture, yet ſuch a Liturgie were not lawfull to be made the onlie forme 
of Gods Worſhip in publike : for, though a formed Liturgie may bee to 
ſerve for Rue to other Church's & monuments to Poſteritie what formes 
are uſed, or that it may lead the way , oy bee a diveftion to thoſe that are 
 brinning in the Miniſtrie , yet it not by reading of Prayers and Ex- 
| hortations that the LORD afpoints his ſervants of the Miniſterte to 
worſhip Him, ov edifre k & people , but hee hath given gifis to them to 
Exhort, Pray , and 'Treach , vohich they ought to ſlirre up and uſe, 
and though they may in their private ſtudies take helpe of other mens gifs, 
yet it @ not lawfull for a man to tie himſe!fe , or bee tyed by others, to & 
preſcript forme of wvords in prayer and exhortation , for theſe reaſons : 

Firſt, Such a preſcript Forme #4 1gain#t the Glorie of: God, in /tinting. 
to him ſuch a day lie meaſure of ſervice , and ſo hindring the many ſpirunall 
Petitions and pra ſes that otherW ſe would be , if Gods gifts were uſed. 

Secondlie , ft & again#t the dignitic of Chriſt, in making his gifts neea- 
leſſe :' for, though hee ſend downe no gifts at all , they can ſerve themſelves 
with the Booke, without them. . 

Thirdlie, fr quenches the holy Spirit , becauſe hee gets no employment. 

Fourthly, /t hinders the Edification of Gods people , they may as Well 
ſlay at home, and bee eaificd by reading the Booke themſelucs. | 

Fiftly, /t *s again the Converſion of thoſe that know not God:Wil 
ever a Rat-ryme of Words ſayd ever Without feeling or bleſſing worke upon 
an nreneWed heart ?

Eyghtly , Fe may all be done by a Boy of 7 yeares olde, and ſo every pri- 
pate man that can read, yea,e T ureke if he canread, may be ſuch a Miniſter, | 

Niathly , Ir cannot expreſſe the ſeverall needs of all peopic to God, | 
or deale with thems according to their ſeveral eftates,that Vil alter otherVWiſe 
then any preſcript forme can beaphed to. - 

Tenthly, 7f any one ftinted Liturgie had ttene good , or ueedfull, no | 
doubt but CHRIST Woxldhave ſet one downe tom. _. q
